Grifing, of Connecticut, tothe meeting, Mr. Grif 
fing expressed his regret that more persons had 
not heard the remarks of Mr. Burleigh, in vindica- 
tinof the character and aims of the Anti-Slavery 
Sowiety. Le said many stood aloof from the Seei- 
ety and refused to act with it, on the ground that 
its oljeets were the uprooting of Christianity and 
the estiblisiment of lifidelity. Ile defended

The following resolutions were again read and 
unanimously adopted by the Convention : 


1. Resolved, That the anti-slavery enterprise is, 
in the trae sense of the word, a religious enter- 
prise; its fundamental principles identical with 
thuse ineuleated by Jesus and his apostles; its 
measures accordant with the spirit of the Gospel, 
and the end it aims at one which must be attained 
before the triumph of Christianity in our land can 
be completely won. 

2. Resolved, That although ours is the same 
work that Christ began eighteen hundred years 
ago: yet so corrupt and wicked have his professed 
ivilowers in this land become by reason of their 
connection with slavery, that they apply the term 
infidel now, to the same thing that Cristian meant 
in dormer tines, 

3. Resolved, That as abolitionists, we have no

“The same correspondent says that there are, 


five other territories which will, in course of time, 
,also Come in as free states. These are Minnesota, 
Washington, Oregon, New Mexico and Utah. 
Phere are now sixteen free and fifteen shive states. 
Add the fiv® above mentioned, together with 
Nebraska and Kansas, and there is a probability 
of having twenty-three free states against filteen 
in which shivery exists, 

“The prospect of sucha prey onderenee should 
cause the south to seriously consider this imatter, 
and see how ii can be obviated. Texas may be 
divided into three or four slave staies, but this 
would leave us still in the minority. A’ slave 
state may be formed of the lower part of Califor- 
nia, but the ballance of power would. still he 
against us. In view of these facts, what course 
should the South pursue? The Senaie las been 
always, and with great justice, considered the cen- 
servative branch of the legislature. With a major- 
itv of ten or fifteen aguinst the South in the Senate, 
what security would we have against aggressions 
uppen our constitutional rights, or the repeal of all 
laws proteting us in the enjoyment of our slave 
property ? 

“With this prospect before us, the Acquisition 
of the island of Cuba peeves a subjees of the 
greatest importance. Independent of the coumner- 
chal advantages to be secured by the possession of 
so rich a prise, there are considerations of a yn lit 
ical character which are of still greater moment. 
We are Gisposed to think thot the people of the 
South have not attached sufficient importance te 
this preservation of their political equality. A 
heavy majority against us in the Senate would, 
beyond doubt, lead to the destruction of all the 
constitutional safe guards of the pecaliar instita- 
tion. Jdtis net the part of wisdum to shut our 
eyes tothe future and trust to chance or good for- 
tune. On the coutrary, the true statesinan antici- 

ates the future. and guards in advance against 
results which would prove disastrous unless fure- 
seen and provided for.” 


THE THREE NEW TERRITORIES. 


Some time ago sare, the Chicago Trihune, we 
mentioned that the national administration had 
framed a plan for organizing three new territorial 
vovernments in the Indian cou ry s uth of Kan- 
sas, to cuousist severally of the eountries of th 
of the Cherokees in one territory, the Creeks in 
another, and the Choctaws and Chickasaws ina 
third. This plan, it was stated on the authority of 
a person who had just arvived from the Chickesaw 
nation, had heen sent out to be canvassed by the 
tribes concerned, and who, under it were tobe con- 
stituted citizens of the United States. At the last 
session of the Senate a bill was presented by Mr. 
Johnson, of Ark ims iws,whil *h embodied the fx atures 
of this scheme, and which, thouch it was not a 
ted on, will probably forma subject of discussion 
at washington next winter.

' of a visit to New Orleans, says; 
correspondent of the Philadelphia edger states,

“Tn passing one day through a very public 
street, in the central part of the city, cur attention’ 
Was attracted by something of an unusual appear.’ 
ance about the neck and shoulders of a young ne- 
ero man, who was busy among a number of me- 
chanics and laborers engaged in the erection cf 
some new buildings. Tt had the appearance of an 
immense yoke or collar fustened about the man’s 
neck, and projecting on each side in a most extra” 
ordinary manner, In our simplicity, we at first 
supposed hin some great criminal, thus expiating® 
his offence against violated law; but, on makiny 
indiiry of a bystander, we soon understood he wae 
only ‘a runaway.’ 

“We could not he satisfied with this ftissing 
glance at such a sight, and took an early oecasions 
to pass through the same street a second time. We 
find at this thoe a nearer view of the unfortunate 
slave. He was mixing mortar hy the side-walk, 
and there was noone very near, and we ventured 
to stop, and with an assumed carelessness of man- 
ner entered into conversation with the man. Ile 
was, physically, a noble specimen of the Homan 
race, though bis skin was black as ehony. Large 
and well proportioned in body and limbs, with 
well developed, brawny muscles, and alert, Tig 
ous movement, he exhibited, also, in the keen 
glances of aderk and piercing eye, and in in his 
bold and fearless front, the uumistakable proofs of 
a daring amd untamed spirit. 

A drirof solid irom about two inches in width, of 
proportioned thickness, was bent in the mildle iw 
asemi-cirele, with a straight projection about Rix 
inches on each side, in sucha manner that when 
fastened to another similar piece, the two together 
tormed a complete cirele or collar for the man's 
neck, with the duuble bar protecting outward hor- 
izontally on each side, The two, when fastened 
upon his neck, presented a most barbarous and re- 
volting spectacle, forming an immense clamp or’ 
shackle, extending fromm side to side, the whole 
length of his ample shoulders, about eighteen 
inches, and weighing about fifteen pounds!

[Extract from the journal of 8S. N. Carvalho, 
iartist, of his journey from Great Salt Lake to Lous 
‘Angelos through the Cajon pass. } 

Meoppy River Can, May 50, 1854. 
We remained at camp all day yesterday, and at 
ten this myrning we were on the roud to Cottonwood 
| Springs, some twenty miles distant, where we will 
'fiad water and grass; and then we will commence 
a journey over another desert of fifty miles. 
' followed up this little stream for aout three miles, 
when the road turned a little to the right; but I 
was anxious to see the head of the stream—for, 
from the appearance of the surrounding country, 
I judged it to be very near. Parley Pratt, several 
vther gentlemen and myself, continued up the 
stream, and after a ride of half a mile we came to 
a large spring, thirty-five feet wide and forty long, 
surrounded by acacias in full bloom. 
We approached through an opening, and found 
it to contain the clearest and most delicious water 
lever tasted: the bottom anpeared to be not more 


than two fect from the surface, and to consist of NYRRATIVE OF SOLOMON TORTHRUPD, 


‘white sand. Parley Pratt prepared himself for a 
bath, and soon his body divided the erystal waters. 
While I was considering whether I should go in, 1 


heard Mr. Pratt ealling to me that it was impossible 


to sink, the water was so buoyant. I hardly be- 
‘lieved it, and to be able to speak certainly, I also 
undressed and jumped in. What was my delight 
and astonishment to find that all my efforts to sink 
were futile. Iraised my bedy out of the water 
, and suddenly lowered myself, but [ bounced upward 
asif I had struck a springing board; I walked 
about, the water up to my armpits, just the same 
as if I had been walking on dry land. 


jwe had along. It is positively impossible for a 
man to sink over his head in it; the sand on the 
banks is very fine and white; the temperature of 
‘the water is 78° Fahrenheit. I can form no idea 
as to the cause of this singular phenomenon.— 
Great Salt Lake also possesses this quality, but this 
water is perfectly sweet. In the absence of any 
| other name, I have called it the Buoyant Spring. 
I have never heard it spoken of as possessing this 
quality, and should like some one of the savanis 
to explain the cause of buoyancy. We lingered in 
the spring fifteen minutes, when we dreseed and 
resumed our ride, highly delighted and gratified by 
our exploration.
